The department of forests and waters in Penn- 
sylvania announces that the citizens of. that state 
will plant more than 3,000,000 trees in the spring 
9f 1924. Conservation associations, fish and game 
clubs, Boy Scout: troops, industriql concerns, and 
individuals have already sent 415 applications to 
the state nurseries for trees. So great is the de 
‘mand that the suppgy seems likely to be exhausted 

The planting of forest trees in thé sthte began 
in 199%, when 41,000 trees were set out. Public 
interest has multiplied that record by 3,000. A 
total of 59,000,000 trees has been set out in the 
state foreste and on privately owned forest land. 
| More than 55,000 acres of idle land have been re 
stored to production, with a promise of 2,000,000,000 
board feet of wood when the trees mature. 

That is worth while. Pennsylvania ought to pbe 

an inspiring example to the rest of the country in 
bh matter; Many other states can do a8 well, and 
possessed of greater acreages of land fit only 

tor growing, ought to do better. 

Three things are chiefly needed. The first, per- 
haps, is legislation to relieve timber land and 
growing timber of taxation sufficiently to insure a 
profit on so slow @ crop.

Cleaning the Legs and Feet. 

The gelatinous quality, which is a 
soft arid pleasant q in a gravy 
or soup, is not too well understoot 
in our American cookery. The cleaned 
chicken feet and legs give that quality 
and when cooked with giblets, neck, 
and wing tips, a fine stock for a gravy 
or something to use in basting the 
chicken to make it less dry, etc., is the 
desirable product obtained. 

What heat does to the tendons can 
be easily observed in zg chicken 
legs to Which these are attached. Wash 
the feet and pour boiling water over 
them, Let thig stand on them for five 
minutes, and ther _inse in cold water 
before scraping .nd skirning them. 
They will swell when the boiling wa 
ter is poured over them and the ten- 
dons will shrink up a half. Before 
scraping the skin off the ‘legs—some- 
times it will peel or rub off readily— 
cut off the ends of the toes. After 
cleaning the legs it is easy to peel 
the skin from the feet. 

The waste of good or superior ma- 
terial for chicken broths,.by throwing 
away of the feet and legs of chickens. 
is a pity. It & like throwing away 
the beef marrow bone, although the 
broth from that has no such agreeabie 
qualities as chicken broth. 

Drawing a Chicken. 

The advantages of the home draw- 
ing of a chicken for roastirg are more 
numerous than those which meet ths 
eye, however; most butchers do it far 
more expertly than most housewives 
could, but they are likely to leave in 
lungs and kidneys which should be re- 
moved. In preparing dry picked 
chicken for the market—one sign of 
which is the head wrapped in paper— 
some of the growers remove the con 
tents of the crop, but not its lining, 
by making a hoje at the base of the 
neck’ at the front. The result is not 
altogether pleasing. This lining must 
be removed in the same way a filled 
crop would be, by cutting down the 
exin on the back of the neck and 
peeling it out. After thar reach into 
the cavity of the chicken at the breast 
end, with one finger, and loosen th

Preparing the Giblets. 

In a good roasting or stewing chick. 
en there is considerable fat around the 
gizzard which must be peeled off. Wash 
*t, drain, and let it stew in the oven 
rather gently, so as to get fat from 
tissues to use in gingerbread and cook- 
jes—excelient.: Cut into the gizzard 
carefully in order to peel cut the sack 
it contains without piercing it and 
soiling the cut edges of this piece of 
the chicken, which some people val 
eo highly. Wash the heart and press i 
with the fingers to get out the blood.

+ | russing a Chicken. 

With a collection of skewers of dif- 
ferent lengths ft is not necessary to 
tie up a chicken with string. The 
thighs of the chicken may be pushed 
back under the skin and alongside the 
breast so thaf they will almost stay 
in place. A long skewer run through 
them and the body of the chicken 
holds them absolutely. By loosening 
the skin, where the leg joins the drum- 

ick, it is possible to run the litle 

ger up under it so that it may be 
pulled down over the naked join: and 
tied over it. This holds the legs the 
firmer, but if the skin is not perfect- 
ly Joosened and is todo much stretched 
it may break in the roasting. A short 
skewer may be used for fastening the 
larger opening made for the drawing. 
A long skewer put through wings ahd 
body will hold them in place, but first 
the neck skin should be folded over 
the back and down under one wing 
s0 as to be pinned. The oil pot should 
be cut out of the pope's nose or the 
end of the rump. 

The Roasting. 

Remember first that roasting dries 
out meat, and it is no small ‘ask to 
keep the juices in when pouitry is 
roasted.

The Stuffing. 

It takes about five minutes more 
to a pound to cook a chicken when 
a stuffing is used. A meat etuffing 
mashed ‘to a velvet is undoubtedly best. 
Celery leaves, parsley, and an onion 
in the cavity season the chicken with- 
out taking much if any of ita juices 
to season them.
